FREAKS OF SEA QUAKES.

Omne That Stranded Rig Veasels Hall
a Mile Inland,

Bea quukes are mighty disturbances
of the wuters of the ocean, thelr cause
or causes being Identicnl with the
couses of earthguakes, In Major C.
E. Dutton's book, “Harthquakes,” the
author Lns sowe Interesting facts re
gurding the ocean variety of quake.
From the entries In the logs of many
ships be coucludes that in rare cuses
the power of the sen guake shocks may
be great enough to render standing on
deck as ditienlt as It sometimes s
on land, It say even be great enough
to cause the fear that the vessel is be
ing sbaken to pleces. Gigantic wavea
in the ocean are, of course, a freguent
accompaniment of the sea quake. On
the west coast of South Ameriea,
where these waves are frequent, they
sometimes follow a quake having Its
center below the sea level that Is also
feit on land, But more often they
come without warning. The most
memorable sea guake of this locality
occurred Aug, 3, 1868,

Major Duotton describes It as fol
lows: “The coast of South America
wne shaken all the way from Guay-
aquil, In Ecuador, to Vaidivia, In Chile,
the highest Intensity belng manifest
el in the nelghborhood of Arica, The
force of the guake in this town was
very gredat, throwlng down most of the
structures and producing land slips. A
few minutes later—precisely how
many minutes 18 not known-—the sea
was observed to retire slowly from
the shore, so that ships anchored in
seven fathoms of water were left high
and dry.

“A few minutes later still it was
seen returning In a great wall, or
‘bore,” which caught up the ships In
the roadstead and swept them Inland
a8 If they were mere chips of wood,

stenmr TUnlerlee, one of e Tmprovls
o war veasels of the blockading Neet
In the civil war, which was earried n-
Innd nearly half a mile and left with
little injury on shore by the recession
of the wave”
